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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claiml-8, 12, 15-16, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gunther, US. Pat. No. 7,154,253. 

2. Claims 1, 15-16, Gunther teaches a digital controller device for interfacing a user 
adjustable power unit and an adjustable power module [controller 405 of Fig. 4] comprising: 

at least one analog to digital converter for converting analog user input signal provided 
by a user to digital input [col. 7, lines 19-22]± 

a micro-controller adapted to receive said input digital information and operate at least 
one digital to analog unit in response to said digital input information [controller 405 of Fig. 4]; 

at least one digital to analog converter unit adapted to produce analog input signal for 
controlling adjustable module [col. 2, lines 44-49]. 

3. Claim 2, Gunther teaches said micro-controller further comprising at least one digital 
input for receiving at least one user digital command [410 of Fig. 4], 

4. Claims 3, 19, Gunther teaches said at least one digital input receiving at least one user 
digital command from at least one front panel [inherent]. 

5. Claim 4, Gunther teaches said at least one user digital command is used to instruct said 
micro-controller to change its response to said digital input information [Fig. 4 and related 
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disclosure], 

6. Claim 5, Gunther teaches at least one analog to digital converter for receiving analog 
monitoring output signal from adjustable module and transmitting output digital information 
indicative of said analog monitoring output signal to said micro-controller [col. 7, lines 19-22}. 

7. Claim 6, Gunther teaches at least one digital to analog converter producing analog user 
output signal indicative of the status of the controlled power system in response to digital 

information received from said micro-controller [col. 2 t lines 44-49[. 

8. Claim 7, Gunther teaches the relation between user output signal and analog monitoring 
output signal is controlled by micro-controller according to its programming [see controller 405 
of Fig. 4 and related disclosure], 

9. Claims 8, 12, Gunther teaches at least one digital communication interface connected to 
said micro-controller and capable of receiving digital control commands and transmitting digital 
output [col. 7, lines 19-22]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 9-1 1, 13-14, 17-1 8 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

11. Applicant's arguments with respect to claiml-19 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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12. Applicant's amendment (filed on 11/15/2006) necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
